1.  For  the  completion  of  the  Piano  Course  with  Theory 
and  History  of  Music. 

2.  For  the  completion  of  the  Pipe  Organ  Course  with 
Piano  (through  the  second  year  of  the  Piano  Course)  Theory 
and  History  of  Music. 

3.  For  the  completion  of  the  Vocal  Course  with  Piano 
(through  the  second  year  of  the  Piano  course).  Theory  and 
History  of  Music. 

4.  For,  the  completion  of  the  Violin  Course  with  Piano 
(through  the  second  year  of  the  Piano  Course)  Theory  and 
History  of  Music. 

A  Certificate  will  be  granted  to  those  who  complete  a  two 
years'  course  in  Public  School  Music,  and  holders  of  these 
certificates  receive  a  State  Certificate  from  the  State  Superin- 
tendent of  Public  Instruction. 
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The  advantages  offered  by  the  Olivet  Conservatory  of 
Music  are  as  follows: 

Regular  systematic  instruction  under  well-known  and  ex- 
perienced teachers,  each  of  whom  is  a  specialist  in  his  line  of 
work. 

Living  in  a  *' musical  atmosphere"  which  exists  in  a 
school  of  music  where  all  are  studying  and  earnestly  striving 
for  perfection,  and  working  with  a  definite  aim  and  purpose* 

Opportunities  for  hearing  good  music  constantly.  This 
coming  year  a  Course  of  Lectures,  Recitals  and  Concerts  will 
be  given  under  the  auspices  of  the  Conservatory  to  which  all 
pupils  will  be  admitted  free  of  charge.  These  will  be  given 
by  members  of  the  Conservatory  Faculty  and  by  a  number  of 
Artists  from  abroad.  Besides  these  the  usual  number  of 
musical  entertainments  on  the  regular  College  Lecture  Course 
will  be  given.  These  will  include  a  Piano  Recital  by  Edward 
Baxter  Perry,  the  celebrated  pianist,  and  an  evening  with  the 
widely  known  Schubert  Quartet.  There  will  also  be  the 
students  recitals  by  the  Seniors  of  the  Conservatory. 

Membership  in  the  Musical  Guild,  which  meets  every 
Monday  evening  for  the  study  of  musical  literature  and  the 
performance  of  the  works  of  the  best  Composers. 

Membership  in  the  choir  of  the  Congregational  Church  for 
those  who  sing  and  who  read  music  readily. 

Membership  in  a  chorus  of  mixed  voices  conducted  by  the 
Director  of  the  Conservatory  for  the  study  of  oratorios  and 
other  music  written  by  the  great  Masters. 

Connection  with  a  class  where  sight-reading  and  the  ele- 
ments of  mnsic  are  taught.  This  is  free  to  all  students  of  the 
Conservatory  and  College. 

Opportunity  is  given  to  the  students  of  the  Orchestral  de- 
partment, who  are  sufficiently  advanced,  for  membership  in 
the  Conservatory  Orchestra.  The  department  also  affords 
chances  for  pianists  to  play  with  String  Trios,  Quartets,  and 
with  full  Orchestra.      For  the  singer  opportunities  are  given 
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(or  obligate  of  Flute,  Violin,   or  Orchestral  accompaniment. 

Opportunity  for  practice  on  the  new,  large  three-manual 
Pipe  Organ  recently  presented  to  the  Conservatory,  and  there 
is  also  a  good  sized  two-manual  Pipe  Organ  for  the  use  of 
pupils  in  the  Pipe  Organ  department. 

The  many  literary  advantages  arising  from  the  connection 
of  this  conservatory  with  Olivet  College  are  obvious.  To  the 
Conservatory  student  the  personal  relations  and  acquaintance 
with  the  Faculty  of  the  College  is  helpful.  Conservatory 
students  are  entitled  to  all  the  literary  studies  required  for 
graduation,  and  all  the  College  English  without  payment  of 
extra  tuition. 

Rates  of  tuition  are  moderate,  and  the  cost  of  living  is 
very  reasonable. 

In  order  that  the  pupils  may  have  access  to  the  best 
musical  compositions,  the  Conservatory  furnishes  a  library  of 
music  of  more  than  8,000  numbers.  This  gives  both  teacher 
and  pupil  wide  range  of  selection  and  broad  acquaintance 
with  the  masters  of  music.  A  small  fee  per  semester  is  charged 
for  the  use  of  this  music. 

The  College  Library  of  30,000  volumes,  and  the  work  in 
the  Gymnasium,  is  open  to  Conservatory  students  free  of 
charge. 

Olivet  is  an  ideal  place  for  a  college  and  conservatory. 
Situated  on  a  hill,  the  air  is  pure  and  delightful.  The  temp- 
tations for  young  people,  in  a  place  where  the  moral  and  re- 
ligious atmosphere  is  so  good,  are  comparatively  few. 

A  strong  Y.  M.  C.  A.  and  Y.  W.  C.  A.  is  carried  on  by  the 
young  men  and  women  of  the  College  and  Conservatory. 


The  appointment  of  Miss  Mary  Caroline  Evans  of  Fair- 
field, Maine,  as  teacher  of  piano  and  voice  culture  brings  to 
Olivet  Conservatory  of  Music  a  musician  of  rare  attainments. 

Miss  Evans  was  a  pupil  in  voice  culture  of  Miss    Clara 
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Munger  and  Mr.  Wm.  L.  Whitney  of  Boston.  She  studied 
piano  with  Miss  Emily  Meade  of  Waterville,  Maine,  for  a 
number  of  years.  She  was  later  a  pupil  in  piano  of  Signor 
Buonamici  of  Boston  and  has  taken  a  complete  course  in  the 
International  School  of  Music  in  Boston.  She  was  also  a 
pupil  in  the  New  England  Conservatory  for  some  time. 

Miss  Evans  is  a  graduate  of  Colby  College  and  a  member 
of  Phi  Beta  Kappa.  She  has  specialized  in  German,  French 
and  Italian  and  is  thoroughly  in  sympathy  with  the  policy  of 
the  Olivet  Conservatory  of  Music  which  stands  for  an  **all 
round  education."  As  a  teacher  of  piano  and  voice  culture 
Miss  Evans  has  been  successful  in  a  marked  degree.  Her 
experience  as  a  teacher  and  her  ability  as  a  pianist  and  vocal- 
ist qualify  her  to  fill  the  position  in  the  Conservatory  to  which 
she  has  been  appointed. 


SCHOLARSHIPS  IN  OLIVET  CONSERVATORY. 


To  graduates  of  accredited  high  schools  planning  to  pur- 
sue   seriously    the    study  of    music,    Olivet    Conservatory    of' 
Music  offers  scholarships  under  the  following  conditions: 

1.  The  student  must  have  attained  an  average  of  ninety 
per  cent  during  his  entire  high  school  course. 

2.  During  one  semester's  residence  in  Olivet  he  must  have 
manifested  stability  of  character,  a  high  grade  of  scholarship 
in  all  work,  and  sufficient  musical  ability  to  warrant  his  adop- 
tion  of  music  as  a  profession. 

3.  Such  scholarships  will  be  granted  at  the  close  of  the 
first  semester  of  each  year  by  the  Director  of  the  Conservatory 
to  the  students  entering  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  who  have 
proved  themselves  worthy  in  character,  scholarship  and  ability. 
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and  who  signify  their  intention  to  finish  one  of  the  courses 
leading  to  graduation. 

4.  These  scholarships  will  entitle  the  holder  to  an  allow- 
ance of  $15.00  on  tuition  for  each  of  three  consecutive  semes- 
ters in  whatever  course  he  may  have  elected  at  the  time  of 
his  entrance. 

5.  In  case  of  two  or  more  applicants  from  the  same 
school,  the  scholarship  will  be  awarded  to  the  one  who  shall 
have  attained  the  highest  rank  during  his  semester's  residence 
in  Olivet. 


1905  AND  igo6. 


In  reviewing  the  work  of  the  Conservatory,  during  the 
past  year,  the  record  is  found  to  be  one  of  solid  progress. 
The  attendance  shows  a  larger  enrollment  of  students  than 
ever  before.  A  high  grade  of  work  has  been  maintained  and 
there  has  been  much  enthusiasm  in  the  work  of  both  students 
and  teachers.  There  has  been  a  full  quota  of  students  in  all 
the  various  departments  and  the  work  has  gone  smoothly  and 
steadily  forward. 

On  October  23rd,  24th  and  25th  occurred  the  inauguration 
of  Ellsworth  Gage  Lancaster,  Ph.  D.,  L.  L.  D.,  as  President 
of  the  College.  In  connection  with  these  ceremonies  a  College 
Educational  Conference  was  held  and  representatives  as  dele- 
gates to  this  conference  came  from  many  colleges  and  uni- 
versities throughout  the  east,  the  middle  west  and  the  west. 
Many  distinguished  guests  were  present  including  college 
and  university  presidents  and  other  prominent  educators. 
During  the  sessions  of  the.  Conference  the  exercises  were 
frequently  interspersed  with  music  which  in  all  instances  was 
furnished  by  the  teachers  and  students  of  the  Conservatory. 
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The  excellence  of  this  music  attracted  much  attention  and  the 
guests  were  enthusiastic  in  their  praise  of  the  musical  work 
done  at  Olivet. 

The  recitals  given  by  the  students  were  of  a  high  order. 
These  were  given  by  Miss  Matie  Artemisia  Fuller,  class  of 
1904,  who  has  been  doing  post-graduate  work  in  piano  during: 
the  past  year  and  by  members  of  the  graduating  class  of 
1906.  The  Conservatory  Exhibition  given  on  Tuesday  after- 
noon of  Commencement  week  attracted  a  large  audience  which 
filled  the  church  to  overflowing.  The  program  was  given  by 
the  advanced  pupils  and  represented  all  the  departments  of 
the  Conservatory.  It  was  well  selected  and  successfully  carried 
out  by  those  who  took  part.  The  Commencement  Concert  which 
was  given  on  the  evening  of  June  20th,  consisted  of  Haydn's 
Oratorio  of  '^The  Creation."  This  was  presented  by  the 
Conservatory  chorus  and  orchestra  assisted  by  soloists  from 
abroad  and  some  members  of  the  Battle  Creek  Symphony  Or- 
chestra with  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Bintliff  as  Conductor.  The 
reputation  of  the  work  done  at  Olivet  hitherto  by  this  aggre- 
gation of  singers  and  players  was  well  sustained.  The  large 
and  enthusiastic  audience  in  attendance  all  agreed  in  the 
verdict,    **The  best  ever  given  in  Olivet." 


1906  AND  1907. 


During  the  coming  year  the  Olivet  Conservatory  of  Music 
offers  superior  advantages  to  those  who  wish  to  pursue  the 
study  of  music. 

An  elective  course  in  Italian  will  be  offered  this  year  for 
those  who  may  wish  to  pursue  this  study.  It  will  be  conducted 
by  Mrs.  Albert  R.  Crittenden.  Mrs.  Crittenden  is  well  fitted 
to  teach  this  subject,  her  long  residence  in  Italy  making  her 
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thoroughly  conversant   with   this  language.      This   will    be  of 
especial  advantage  to  students  of  vocal  music. 

Experience  has  taught  that  the  best  preparation  for  the 
study  of  the  art  of  music  is  a  good  general  education  such  as 
the  high  schools  of  the  towns  in  our  various  states  offer. 

The  best  scliools  of  music  are  those  which  are  connected 
with  our  colleges  and  universities  where  the  general  education 
obtained  in  the  high  school  can  be  supplemented  by  further 
literary  study. 

The  Olivet  Conservatory  of  Music  stands  for  thorough- 
ness in  education.  It  stands,  also,  for  the  highest  in  the 
musical  art.  Sending  your  sons  and  daughters  to  such  an 
institution  will  make  men  and  women  of  them,  as  well  as 
artists,  in  the  truest  sense  of  the  word. 

With  such  a  number  of  departments  the  field  of  musical 
study  is  thoroughly  covered  by  first  class  courses  in  every 
branch  of  the  art,  and  the  equipment  of  the  Conservatory  is 
of  a  high  order. 

The  opening  of  the  First  Semester  of  the  coming  year 
occurs  on  Monday  and  Tuesday,  September  loth  and 
nth.
